Reference to the 
map will show thatvzthe secondary 
roads, represented by the broken 
lines, reach each county and con- 
nect at intervals with the main ar- 
teries, and that by using the two to- 
gether every section of the State is 
made reasonably accessible by road 
to every other section. : 

Malang, in working out his plan, 
gave practical consideration to the 
political phases of the situation to be 
met in the Legislature which will 
have the final approval of the road 
plans. Consequently, there are 18 of 
the 34. State Senators who live in 
cities towns on the primary roads, 
a majority of one, and 81 members 
of the House from counties through 
which the primary roads pass, a ma- 
jority in the House of 10. This would 
seem to meet the objection which in- 
variably arises in the Legislature in 
considering road questions that the 
money will not be expended in the 
rural counties. 


Malang estimates that the primary 
road system alone wrll cost $60,- 
000,000 and that the secondary sys- 
tem will cost $29,000,000, but it is 
not his idea that the primary sys- 
tem should be constructed before 
work is begun on the secondary 
roads. 

“Work should in my opinion pro- 
ceed simultaneously on both pri- 
mary and secondary roads,” he said. 
“Primary roads should cost slightly 
less than $40,000 a mile, and the 
secondary roads approximately 
$10,000 a mile. It is my idea that 
when work on primary roads to cost 
say $10,000,000 is laid out work on 
secondary roads to cost about $5,- 
000,000 should be laid out. 

“This not obly would be playing 
fair with all sections of the State, 
but it also would be improving the 
roads as a whole. 

Favors Working From End. 

“T also believe that on 
mary roads work should be begun at 
one end of the road and extended as 
rapidly as possible to the other ter- 
minus, instead of beginning work in 
a large number of places on the 
Same road at the same time, and 
practically taking away from use 
such roads as the people have avail- 
able. To begin 
leave the road or most of it open for 
use all the time. 

“In working out my suggestions, 
which I hope will meet with the ap- 
proval of the Federated Roads Coun- 
cil and the other organizations which 
have done so much for and which 
Are so greatly interested in proper 
road improvements, I have tried to 
be absolutely fair and to present a 
concrete plan which will be practi- 
eally free from serious objections. I

Legation Request Local Colony to 
Suspend Mourning for King 
Alexander, Three Days. 
Services will be held today at St. 
Nicholas’ Greek Church, Garrison 
and St. Louis avenues, in honor of 
the arrival at Athens of Constantine, 
who has been recalled to the throne 
of Greece. The celebration will con- | 
sist of singing by the congregation 
and a brief sermon by the pastor, 

the Rev. Petrakis. 

The services were arranged by 
Hector M. Pasmezoglu, Greek Con- 
sul in St. Louis, at the request of the 
Greek Legation. The Legation, in a 
telegram to the local Consul, in- 
formed him that Constantine is ex- 
pected to enter Athens today. 

Pasmezoglu was instructed to in-

Members of the 
Doard stated at the time their belief 
that, regardless of which side won, 
the matter would be appealed to the 
United States Supreme Court for in- 
terpretation of. the transportation 
act. | 

"The decision was rendered in 
Cases brought by the 16 railway 
brotherhoods against 11. electric 
lines, whose employes: have joined 
the recognized new organizations of — 
steam ‘road employes. 

"The board held that the meaning 
of Congress in the transportation 
act was to exempt all electric lines 
“not Operating ‘as a part of a gen-. 
@ral steam railroad system of trans- 
portation.” The fact that some elec- 
tric lines haul freight, exchange cars 
with steam lines, operate in inter- 
state’ traffic, or use in part the 
tracks of a steam line does not 
bring those lines within the pro- | 
visions of the law, the decision says.

Back to the Fig Leaf. ° 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, | 

It will be a surprise to most of your 
readers to learn that a “back to the f%& 
leaf costume’ movement has been in- 
augurated, and it will be, perhaps, as 
great a surprise to its advocates as to 
enyone else, when they realize what their 
arguments are headed for. 

It is not the long-haired bolsheviks nor 
wild-eyed communists who are the ex- 
ponents of this extraordinary measure, 
but men who are high in the affairs of 
the country and Government. Men who, 
perhaps, have an ax to grind and who ex- 
pect to begin grinding it about 1924. 

Senatvr Capper seems to be the leader 
of this new-fangled “cult,” judging from 
the editorials over his own: signature 
which appear in his various periodicals. 
For instance, in the November number 
-of ‘‘Capper’s Farmer,” he argues for a 
}rohibitive tariff that will keep out for- 
eign grown wool, or at least make it so 
high that the average man could not af- 
ford a woolen suit, for the sake of a few 
farmers who are trying to produce wool 
on high-priced land. 

From 1870 there has been a duty on 
wool for the express purpose of fostering 
the sheep industry in this country, but it 
has signally failed, because the staple 
crops give a greater return per acre than 
sheep. It has been estimated that it 
takes one acre of exceptionally good land 
to keep a sheep a year, and as high as 
five acres of the poorer grades. The 
farmers of the high-priced land found 
this out a number of years ago, and as 
. there was no law compelling them to 
roise sheep, they abandoned the practice 
end proceeded to raise $20 worth of grain 
on the ground necessary to support a 
sheep worth from $2 to $5. No amount 
of protective tariff will ever induce them 
to go back to wool producing, unless that 
duty were so high that it would put a 
woolen suit in the luxury class and be 
available to the very rich only. 

The latest statistics show that the wool 
production in the United States for 1919 
was 314,000,000 pounds, or about three 
pounds per capita, and that our require- 
ments were 769,000,000 pounds, or about 
two and a half times our production. To 
meet this it was necessary to import 446,- 
C00,000 pounds, and at that we were not 
surfeited with an over-supply, for our 
clothing still contains over one-half cot- 
ton. 

It may be argued that, In a pinch, we 
ean wear cotton. Certainly. And maybe 
vou have noticed that it has been some- 
what of a pinch to do that recently. So, 
for the sake of argument, we will allow 
a prohibitive tariff to be placed on wool. 
Do we then go on our way rejoicing, clad 
in cotton produced in the Sunny South? 
Not to any great extent, if the Senator's 
complete program is adopted. ; 

Turning to the editorial page entitled: 
“What the Editor Sees and Thinks,” we 
find these pertinent paragraphs: 

Reduce the cotton acreage 
for 1921. 

Wold for the minimum price of 40 
cents a pound, with a cent @ pound ad- 
ditional for every month after Nov. 1, 
1920. 

Retire 25 per cent of the best grades 
until May, June and July, 1921. 

Large planters will not plant any of 
their lands in cotton in 1921, and, when 
cotton sells for less than cost of pro- 
duction, will buy futures to the extent 
of the cotton they usually raise. 

The gathering of any of the very low 
grades of cotton should not be per- 
mitted. 

The only way I can reconcile the two 
arguments is by an algebraic proposition: 
Minus wool, plus minus cotton equals plus 
fig leaves. You try it.

MORAL LEGISLATION, 
We do not doubt the good intention of the Commit- 
tee of Fifty which is preparing to submit a legislative 


program on moral conditions, but its program should | 
be carefully considered before it is enacted into law. | 


It should be directed wholly against indecency and 
public immorality and avoid personal mentorship or 
the censorship of art and literature from the stand- 
point of fanaticism. 

One item in the program calls for the prohibition 
of the exhibition or sale of indecent pictures and 
another concerns the prohibition and destruction 
of “certain literature.” 

What is indecent or immoral in pictures or lit- 
erature is a wide question, susceptible of judg- 
ments varying from each other as broadly as the 
North from the South Pole. Under a general law, a 
censor, judging from the standpoint of mere 
prudishness, would forbid the greatest works of 
art and literature—those that touch any of the 
realities of life with intelligent candor, regardless of 
their essential morality. Those to whom the repre- 
sentation of the human form or the depiction of life 
and character are shocking, no matter how noble 
the intent or excellent the craftsmanship, would 
destroy all freedom in art and literature. 

Certainly the intent and the workmanship must 
be considered with broad, intelligent judgment, 
and for this reason censorships which touch art 
and literature are dangerous—as dangerous as the 
prohibition of free speech in public affairs. 

These considerations apply also to attempts to 
censor the movies. It, ought to be strictly limited 
to the checking of the obviously indecent and the 
indecent or immoral purpose. 

Intelligent judgment should. also be exercised 
with regard to restrictions on marriage, which often 
work in a direction opposite to that intended.

Hopeful Developments. 


In the midst of the preponderating 
sentiment of uncertainty and unset- 
tlement the week has not been with- 
out its hopeful developments. One 
of these is the formation of the new 
foreign finance corporation with a 
capital of $100,000,000 authorized un- 


der the Edge Act to extend credit, 


abroad in the sum of $1,000,000,00. 
This is regarded as a step toward 
solving the’ problem of the foreign 
trade upon which the solution of do- 
mestic difficulties very largely de- 
pends. To make this experiment a 
success will require the generous co- 
/operation of the investment commu. 
nity. The capital is ‘to be raised 
through the sale of debenture bonds. 
It may be imagined that the syn- 
dicate which underwrites these bonds 
will represent the most formidable 
array of banking power and resources 
that probably will have ever been 
seen in this country. Success for the 
undertaking will mean that an enor- 
mous foreign buying capacity will be 
let loose upon the home market to 
absorb the surplus and restore com- 
modity prices to a normut level. 

There is no connection between the 
preliminary organization of this great 
foreign trade corporation and recov- 
ery in exchanges which became very 
marked. toward the close of the week. 
But this recovery is almost a favora- 
ble sign since it fits in with the 
testimony that commercial Europe is 
getting on its feet. The latest fig- 
ures which cover November show that 
British exports and imports have 
drawn still closer together than they 
were in'October. The excess of im- 
ports was less than $60,000, 000 and 
it now appears that the excess for 
the year will be some $400,000, 090 less 
than was estimated some time ago by 
the British Board of Trade. This ex- 
cess will be so far offset by the so- 
called invisiblé items that Great 
Rritain will have a net trade balance 
at the close of the year well over §1,- 
000,000,000.

ALSO ANTICIPATED 


Prospect for Early Resump- 
tion of Construction in In- 
dustrial District 
Extremely Bright.

Predicated on the prospect of re- 
laxation in the money tension, the 
impression prevails that transactions, 
as well as speculative operations, in 
real estate in St. Louis and its sub- 
urbs, will be on a liberal scale after 
the first of the new year. As a mat- 


ter of fact, adverse monetary condi- | 


tions are believed to have constituted 
the chief restraint of a broad revival 
in the real estate field, wherein activ 
ities during the last year and a half 
have been principally in the pur- 
chase of houses for occupancy rather 
than for speculation. 

With capital in ample supply asa 
result of the liquidation now in 
process, it is suggested that not 12 
few building projects, in abeyance 
or in formative process, will be 
prosecuted, with more or less suc- 
cess. These include plans for sev- 
eral extensive office buildings and 
hotel structures, a class of buildings 
of which the city is in urgent need, 
as well as a number of industrial 
plants of a representative order. 

The prime movers in the most 
ambitious of these projects are Isaav 
T. Cook, whose enterprise has con- 
stituted a potent force in the up- 
building of the business area, and 
the Mercantile Trust Company, with 
whose resources many large build- 
ing projects have been launched in 
both downtown St. Louis and in the 
industrial district at Natural Bridge 
road and Union boulevard, in north- 
west St. Louis. 

Bright Industrial Outlook. 

According to John F. Shopflin, 
manager of the switch property de- 
partment of the Mercantile Trust 
Company, the outlook is promising 
in the extreme for resumption on a 
maximum scale of construction in 
the big industrial subdivision re- 
ferred to. Sites are fast being as- 
sembled in that district for a num- 
ber of plants of major capacity, on 
which construction is to be launchei 
as soon as business re-adjustment 
has taken place. 

As a site for a large industrial 
plant, John A. Meyer, who is as- 
sociated with W. D. Wilson of Los 
Angeles, ~Cal., concluded negotia- 
tions yesterday, through the Switch 
Property Department of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., for the northwest 
corner of Brown and Penrose ave- 
nues, in Northwest St. Louis. The 
site has a frontage on Brown ave- 
nue of 160 feet and a depth of 131 
feet extending to the tracks of the 
Terminal Railway Association, 
which, with a vast ramification of 
switches, serves the indusStrial dis- 
trict of Northwest St. Louis. The 
price paid was that prevailing for

to Schopflin.

Naval Expert Says This Permitted 


German Fleet to Regain 
‘Shelter of Mine Field. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 18.—Analyses of 
naval experts in London papers of 
the battle of Jutland, fought more 
than.four years ago in the North 
Sea tween the British and Ger- 
man fleets, on which the British Ad- 
miralty yesterday published a blue 
book of 600 pages, turn largely on 
the question of whether the British 
advantage was pushed home .to the 
utmost and whether the German 
fleet should have been attacked. Con- 
siderable discussion is devoted also 
to the failure of a vital wireless to 
reach Jellicoe, as a result of which 
the German fleet regained the shel- 
ter of its mine field. 

The blue book contained a dis- 
atch’from Vice Admiral Beatty, 
commander of the British battle 
cruiser squadron, to the effect that 
on the night of the battle he did not 
consider it desirable or proper to 
close with the enemy’s battle fleet 
during the dark hours for reasons as 
foltows: : 

“First, our distance from the bat- 
tle. fleet (British); second, the con- 
dition of the battle cruisers; third, 
the .enemy being 


would locate the enemy favorably at 
daylight.” 

According to Vice Admiral Beat- 
ty's dispatches, he then considered 
it tis duty to prevent the enemy 
from reaching his base. The Vice 
Admiral expressed great regret that 
an opportunity was missed in the 
small hours of the morning for en- 
gaging four ships of the Deutschland 
class, which were mistaken for Brit- 
Aish light cruisers. 

The erroneous nature of the sig- 
nal attributed to Beatty, “Follow me; 
we've got them cold,” is shown by 
the dispatches. What Beatty really 
signaled, says the document, was: 

“Urgent. I submit that the van of 
the battleships should follow the bat- 
the cruisers. We can then cut off the 
whole of the enemy’s battle fleet.”’ 

The confusion in discerning 
friend from foe is remarked in 
many of the officers’ reports. As 
an instance, Rear Admiral Gaunt of 
the. First Battle Squadron says: 

“Whatever circumstances, ‘may 
have constrained the battle cruiser 
flact to fall back upon the battle 
fleet in the manner it did, the re- 
Sult Was unfortunate. The Fifth 
Division was unable to fire upon the 
cnemy owing to the battle cruisers 
being in between; and when they 
cleared.from the battleships it was 
extremely difficult to ascertain 
whether the ships coming into view 
through the mist were friend or 
foc.” 

It appears from the Admiralty re- 
port that Admirals Jellicoe and 
Beatty left their bases with definite 
news that the Germans were com- 
ing.out. . 

Beatty’s wireless message on the 
night of the battle was sent at 7:50 
o'clock and was received four min- 
utes later by Admiral Jellicoe, with 
the request that he issue the neces- 
Sary orders, It previously had been 
reported that Admiral Beatty’s ap- 
peal was sent earlier, namely, at 
about 7:15 o’clock, during the crisis 
of the battle.

HAD ties reading one of those editorials 
which tell you how to succeed.’ The way to 
succeed, the editorial said, was to concentrate. 
If I could shut all distractiéns out of my mind, 
and devote it exclusively to the thing [I was 
doing, I should get it done. If I got everything 
done I was trying to do, provided they were all 
good and useful things, I should succeed. 

It struck me that there was a good deal-in that edi- 
torial. It stood to reason that distractions were dis- 
turbers of mental traffic. 

If somebody had rushed in just as Eli Whitney was 
groping around for the idea of the cotton gin and told 
him he had been summoned for jury duty, he proba- 
bly would have lost the idea, and the average suit of 
all-wool clothes would still be selling for around 
three-hundred and fifty dollars.

John Doughty, missing secretary of Ambrose J. Small who disap- 
peared a year ago, is identified in Oregon by fellow worker who 
had read newspaper accounts of the lost millionaire, and three 
jail breakers from Memphis are recognized by young woman of 
Winona, Miss., through news items and photos in a daily paper 


[TENTION paid by two persons to what they 
read in the daily papers resulted in two 
important arrests in the last few weeks. 

At Oregon City, Oregon, on November 
23, Edward Richardson, employe of a 
paper mill, recognized through newspaper 
descriptions one of his fel-

On the day of his disappearance, 
he and his wife, Mrs. Theresa Small, 
met at the Grand Opera House and 

walked to the St. Mary’s 


low workers as John-

for questioning in connec- 
tion with the disappear- 
ance more than a year aco

Doughty was taken back 
to Canada, the bonds were 
recovered and Richardson 
will receive a large re- 
ward. 

At Winona, Miss., on 
November 30, Miss Mary 
Dodd recognized three 
young men, from photos 
published in a Memphis 
paper, as prisoners who 
had escaped from the 
Shelby County jail after a 
fight in which Jailer

Doughty, who for years 
had been his secretary, 
was in comfortable finan- 
cial cireumstances and had 
personal qualities that 
made him popular among 
his associates. He was in 
Small’s entire confidence, 
looked after the’ latter's 
business interests and fre- 
quently visited Montreal 
and other cities on the- 
atrical missions.

asked for water. She gave 
them a drink, waited until they walked to a nearb; 
railroad yard and boarded a freight train and then in- 
formed the Sheriff. Clyde Hamilton, one of the trio, 
was killed in resisting arrest and the others were Cap- 
tured and sent back to jail. 

In both cases it was simply the fact that Richard- 
son and Miss Dodd remembered what they had read 
that resulted in. the arrests. Neither had any indi- 
vidual interest in the matters involved... The instances, 
following in such quick succession and duplicated by 
many other cases throughout the country in past years, 
seem to refute the idea that newspaper readers simply 
“skim over” the columns of their favorite journals and 
promptly forget the contents. 

In the identification of Doughty by Richardson, 
especial interest centers in the fact that descriptions 
of the man had been furnished to the police of both the 
United States and Canada and that a reward of $15,000 
had been offered for his apprehension. Moreover, the 
case in which he was sought for questioning was mys- 
terious enough to engage international attention. 

In spite of this, Doughty apparently attracted no at- 
tention when he went to work in Oregon although a 
certain benevolent and good humored expression was 
so characteristic of him as to be emphasized in the 
offers of reward. Richardson alone, after noticing 
that this feature of geniality was dwelt upon in news- 
paper descriptions, made a closer scrutiny of his co- 
worker and finally asked a constable to arrest him. 

Miss Dodd's identification was on shorter notice. She 
had read in the Memphis paper of the previous day of 
the killing of Jailer Reeves and had instinctively noted 
the description of the men who escaped. Although she 
did not have the paper at hand when the trio ap- 
peared at her door, she recognized them at once but 
had presence of mind enough to serve them without 
apparent recognition apd to wait until they had headed 
for the railroad yards before notifying the authorities. 

The case for which the Canadian police sought 
Doughty, to see if he could throw any light on the 
movements of Ambrose J. Small, a theatrical magnate, 
has attracted widespread interest. 

Small, who owned the Grand Opera House in Toronto 
and chains of smaller theaters throughout the Do- 
minion, closed a deal last fall by which those theaters 
became the property of the Transcanada Theaters, 
Limited, of Montreal. On December 2, 1919, he de- 
posited $1,000,000 of the $1,800,000 he was to receive for 
his interests in a Toronto bank. He had received some 
large amounts in bonds at the time and he was known 
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after some business that necessitated his 
calling upon Mrs. Small and he too disap- 
peared. 

For some reason, no appeal to the police had been 
made in the disappearance of Small until a fortnight 
after his absence was noted. When Mrs. Small took 
the matter to them, they immediately started question- 
ing Doughty. 
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Miss Mary Dodd of Winona, Miss., who recog- 


nized three jail breakers from their pub- 
lished descriptions and photos. 


a 
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She heard a rap on the rear door and opened it to face 


three young men. 


Doughty had been in Small’s employ for 19 years. tle 
was large and athletic and had been an oarsman of 
note in his younger years. His friends universally re- 
garded him as cheerful, easy going and of a trust- 
worthy disposition. He had inherited some little money 
and was thrifty. 

The only thing that could. possibly interest the police 
in what they heard of him was the statement that 
occasionally he spoke sarcastically of the fact that 
Small only paid him $45 a week despite his years of 
service. As he was to receive $75 weekly from the 
concern which took over the Smal) theaters, he had no 
grievance over the transfer. 

There was nothing to arouse suspicion in his case 
but whéen he disappeared following the absence of 
Small, a warrant was issued for his arrest on a charge 
of conspiring to kidnap his former employer. Out of 
the various rewards offered in the case may be men- 
tioned one of $15,000 for the production of Small's 
body and one of $50,000 for the discovery of Small, 
arrest of Doughty and clearing up of various other 
angles in the case. 

So widespread was interest in the case that a special 
act was rushed through the Ontario parliament by the 
terms of which his widow and a trust company were 
put in charge of Small’s estate. 

Small was a man of Irish descent who had worked 
his way up in 35 years from ticket seller to theater 
owner. He often said that Sir Henry, Irving, 35 years 
ago, advised him to drop the idea of studying law and 
turn his attention to the theatrical business. At 55, 
Small was a dominant figure in the Canadian theatri- 
cal world. Although of a reserved disposition, be is 
said to have been in a sunny frame of mind on the 
evening of his disappearance when he finally closed 
his affairs at the Grand Opera house and started 
home. The last person to see him was a newsboy 
from, whom he bought a paper at 7:15 that night. 


Doughty, it was known, had access to Small’s safe 
deposit box and $150,000 in bonds were reported miss- 
ing from the box after the double disappearance. 
Since his arrest, Doughty has stated that he con- 
cealed $100,000 worth of bonds in the home of one 
of his sisters. 

The disappearance of both men was complete. 
Small left no trace and a survey of the buildings in 
the neighborhood is taken by the police to confirta 
the idea that he could not have passed through any 
of them—office structures as they were—without be- 
ing recegnized. They can only imagine he was kid-

HE mystery of your Uncle 

George's mufiler is solved. 

You remember that you 

bought some nice materials 

at one of the big department 

stores, spent hours of pleas- 

ant work in making it, then 

wrapped up the scarf one-day and sent 

it by parcel post to Uncle George, who 

lives down at Ste. Genevieve. But Uncle 
George never received it. 


Of course, you blamed the “inefficient” 
posial service, and perhaps even suspect- 
ed the Bolsheviki of having had some- 
thing to do with the matter. But ths 
muffler, several months af:er you mailed 
it, Was sent back to St. Louis, and just 
a few days ago was sold at a_ public 
auction on Chouteau avenue. 

It was bought after spirited bidding 
between several middle-aged women who 
know good material and skillful needle- 
work, and at this moment that identical 
scarf is for sale in a small neighborhood stove, per- 
haps quite near your own home. Considering what 
went into the making of the scarf, it is being offered 
at quite a bargain. Aren't you glad that you helped 
somebody to get a good muffler at a low price? 

If you are not glad, just remember, that what has 
happened was all your own fault. For on the day you 
mailed that package, you started downtown in a rush. 
Grabbing up the new muffler, you hastily wrapped a 
piece of paper around it, tied it up with the first 
little piece of string you could find, addressed the 
bundle and left the rest to the Post Office Depart- 
ment and to Providence. 

Both did as much as any reasonable person could 
expect, but between St. Louis and Ste. Genevieve the 
carelessly wrapped package opened up, the string went 
one way, the paper went another way and there was 
your Uncle George’s scarf headed for nowhere in 
particular except the Division of Dead Letters. 


Since the address had been lost, and since Govern- 
ment regulations do not yet recognize the ouija board, 
the postal employes had to put the muffler aside, 
with numerous other articles mailed by careless 
people. Articles which go astray in the parcel post 
are sold at auction, under Government supervision. 

At one of these “Dead Jetter”’ auctions held in St. 
Louis recently, some $2500 worth of merchandise which 
had been put in the parcel post by careless persons, 
and had gone astray, was sold to the highest bidders. 
Jt was not the accumulation of years, either, for such 
sales are being held about every two months. St. Louis 
now is the auctioning place for all the “Dead Letter” 
packages which accumulate in Missouri and in Kansas. 


The element of gambling or chance is carefully re 
moved from these sales. ‘Che person of sporting blood 
cannot, even if he would, bid gamely for a package 
of whose contents he is ignorant. Plenty of opportu- 
nity is given him before the sale to loo: at and even 
handle the articles which are to be sold. 

For days before the advertised hour, Post Ofiice 
en: ployes,are busy sorting the miscellaneous things 
and making them up into small lots for che auction. 
These range all the way from face powder to encyclo- 
pedias, and from women’s millinery to farm imple- 
ments. Toys, jewelry, auto tires, ribbons, daggers, 
corsets, cards and poker chips, beeswax, razors, rubber 
hose, cupid dolls, a gold nugget and’ even a box of 
war souvenirs which some member of the A. E. F. 
carried for many a weary mile in France, only to 
lose them through carelessness in mailing, were just 
a few of the items at the recerit auction in St. Louis. 

There were 663 different lots in the printed auction 
list. An item might consist of one article, like a 
traveling bag, or it might be a dozen pairs of stockings 
or a box of books or a suit of clothes. The bids usually 
start at $1 and go as high as the cuompgetito's care 
to travel. Sometimes rival bidders will get stubhorn 
and end by paying more than the regular market 
price for some quite ordipvary article. 

The setting for the “Dead letter” auctions and the 
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crowd Which attends them are entirely different from 
anything else in St. Louis. How a Dickens and a 
Cruikshank would have reveled in the dingy pictur- 
esqueness of the scene! Here they would have fund 
new types for their immorta] gallery of minor char- 
acters, at least, odd specimens of humanity to haunt 
the memory of readers for many a year thereafcer. 


The auctions are held on the second floor of a 
Chouteau avenue storage house. Ascending a reugh 
étairway, one enters a large, bare room which at 
first glance has a curiously festive appearance. 

Suspended on pieces of twine from the pipes of the 
sprinkling system are hundreds of bundles of all 
sizes, which are some of the “lots” to be bid on later. 
Some of these bundles contain half a dozen sweaters, 
others only the same number of handkerchiefs, so 
the different shapes and sizes are about as numerous 
as the lots themselves. They are not wrapped in 
paper, but just held together by the string, and the 
colors make a brave show. 

Singly and in groups, people slowly circulate about 
the room, inspecting the goods which are to be put 
on sale. The lots dangling on cords they are quite 
free to examine as closely as they please, handle and 
appraise. Some of the more valuable and portable 
things, like jewelry, near-jewelry, pipes, razors, kodaks, 
pocket knives and fountain pens, are in a carefully: 
locked showcase 

The crowd mills slowly around the room, and to 
an undertone of shuffling feet on the rough board 
floor there is a steady murmur of comment on the 
quality of the articles for sale. The comment is usual- 
ly disparaging, and never more so than when a group 
vt several potential buyers has gathered about the 
same auction lot. 

One after another, the buyers point out defects and 
deticiencies in the articles, and sometimes one of the 
group will “wonder why such stuff as that is offered 
for sale.” Decidedly, it is a crowd of “bearish” sen- 
timent. ; 

But meanwhile, they have been busy with pencils 
and printed auction lists, which give the numbers and 
brief deseriptions of the 600 or 700 lots to be offered 
presently. Notes as to quality have been jotted down 
opposite items which are desired. Sometimes also 
the figures which in the eoo] light of reason they 
decide on as the maximum which they will offer in 
the excitement and rivalry of the auction. 

For to the majority of the buyers, it is decidedly a 
business proposition and one which lost its novelty 
in the long ago. They are there to buy as cheaply 
as possible so that, presumably, they can later sell 
as dearly as possible. The largest buyers fall into two 
classes, the proprietors of small neighborhood stores, 
and the brokers. The latter usually have no place 
of business or office except the place where they live, 
and to which they carry their purchases. Afterward 
they call upon their “trade” among the small store. 
keepers, and dispose of the goods which they have 
secured at the auctions and other tiny job lots. Some 
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What Really Happened When Your Git

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of them are said to wring a good living out of these 
small but multitudinous operations. 

The auctioneer finally climbs upon the curious ele 
vated seat on a wheeled platform which he _ uses, 
with a clerk on one side and a Post Office inspector 
on the other, both sitting on similar elevated seats, 
to keep the record of sales. 

The bidding on ordinary lots does not evoke nearly 
the amount of noise which one expects. Only when 
some choice lot is “going, going,” does the crowd really 
become excited. The auctioneer names the first figure 


which is usually “One dollar—a dollar-—a dollar-—! - 


got to get a quarter—-who gives a quarter-—a quarter?” 
and the bidders who stay with him hold their hands 
or auction Hsts above their heads, sometimes calling 
out. “Here,” to attract the eye of the auctioneer. 

And the etiquette of the auction floor does not 
require successful bidders to give their names before 
the motley crowd. Initials are enough. As the auc- 
tioneer says, when the sale begins, “You don't have 
to give the same nameg that you do when you go to 
jail.” So the bundle of half a dozen Turkish bath 
towels are charged to “P. S.,” and the army shirts, 
“guaranteed second-hand and containing nice, large 
cooties,” are charged to “H. 8.” 

J.ater on, when these two indefatigable bidders se 
eure other lots, the auctioneer calls out “Pine Street” 
and “High Sheriff’ to the men who are keeping the 
record of ‘sales. He is very facetious, and the crowd 
laughs on small provocation. 


“Look who's here!” cries the auctioneer, as a stout, 


middle-aged woman makes the winning bid on a lot 
of baby’s shoes. “I thought you were too old to wear 
those; but a persoff can’t always tell.” The crowd 
laughs at this banter, and the woman turns rather 
more pink, but is obylously pleased. 

A lot consisting of five girl’s dresses, new, is sold 
to a woman for only $1.80, and the auctioneer says 
with crushing irony, “Look out; your husband will 
beat ygu to death when you take that purchase home.” 
“I’ve quit him,” retorts the woman. “Good!” remarks 
the auctioneer. 

“Lady, you were too slow,” explains the auctioneer, 
when another woman protests after she has seen a 
bundle of shirts on which she had been bidding 
awarded to a man bidder. The woman mutters some 
thing which cannot be heayi by the majority. “Sure 
he’s a friend of mine,” replies the auctioneer cheer 
fully. 

The sale of night garments, and plenty of them 
seem to go astray in the parcel post, gives the chance 
for a good many humorous asides. Half a dozen pairs 
of men’s pajamas are being bid for with reckless de 
termination by the storekeeper element. 

“No, lady,” says the auctioneer, singling out a large 
bidder, “I haven’t got time for you to try them on. 
They're men’s clothes, anyway.” 

Later on, he offers a crothet bedspread, “said to 
have been made by a woman 91 years old who was

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From the Terrors of Turkish Oppression to 
Bridal Altar in St. Louis—AIll in Two Months 


Harrowing experiences of three young 
Armenian women in their native 
land — Young men’s courtships 
“by proxy” through an elderly rela- 
tive, have been followed by happi- 
ness unmarred by the “incompati- 
bility” prevalent in this country

GENTLE reproach of marital discon- 
tent wherever to be found in this land 
of peace and _plenty, to the American 
habit of resorting to the divorce courts 
on slight pleas of incompatibility, and 
to too loose regard for the vow, ‘For 
better or for worse,” is a_ situation 
which exists in a double flat menage at 4107-9 
McPherson avenue. 

Here are three brides who never laid eyes upon their 
husbands unti] a few hours before the marriage serv- 
ice was read over them. Here are three bridegrooms 
who intrusted the selection of their wives to an elderly 
woman relative. And here, after five weeks of mar- 
ried life, all under one roof and in the midst of 
numerous other relatives and relatives-in-law, exist 
three distinct cases of domestic satisfaction and com- 
patibility, which, circumstances indicate, bid fair to 
outlast the honeymoon. 

Possibly if all American couples of whom it may be 
written—and not through a slip of the pen—‘their 
romance ended in marriage,” had been disciplined by 
the hardships and trials endured by this group of 
persons, there would be less discontent and more ap- 
preciation of the simple blessings of domestic life. 

Indeed, these marriages are more like the happy cul- 
minations one reads of in the conventional, or, at least, 
the old-fashioned novel, where the characters are 
dragged through such trials as the author is capable 
of imagining, to the happy ending in marriage. 

You would not suppose, meeting the three heroines 
of this tale, rosy-cheeked, rather plump—each of them 
—well dressed in the mode of the dav, luxuriating in 
their steam-heated apartments, as cheerful, even as 
gay, as a certain demureness and dignity and shyness 
and certain memories and fears for dear ones still 
across the sea, will let them be—were five months 
ago among a drove of Armenians fleeing before the 
Turk in one of his deportation orgies. 


For nine days and \

exposition, robed in their bridal gowls of\ white saiin, 
with orange blossoms, had time to hear their history. 
Thoughtless critics who walked by on the other side 
and were heard to remark, “If they are a sample of 
Armenians, they “hardly look as if they needed help 
from America,”’ should have seen them only five weeks 
ago, when they landed at Montreal and later arrived 
in St. Louis, still in the rags in which they began their 
6500-mile journey five months be-

her chin. 

Manifestly, she is much deferred to as the oldest, 
though Hagop is the virtual head of the household.

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Six More Years of Life for Six Normal Months 


How to be young at sixty, even if already 
old at forty, is the subject discussed 
by Dr. Robert S. Carroll who states 
that the simplest and most natural 
remedies, within the reach/of every- 
one, will effect a physical and 
mental rehabilitation for those who 
have partially forfeited youth 


OW six months devoted to “getting fit” 
can add six years to the active life of 
the brain worker is a subject treated at 
length by Dr. Robert S. Carroll of Ashe- 
ville, N. C., in a work he has just pub- 
lished showing how a person can be old 
at 40 or young at 60. 

In taking 40 years as the age from which to draw 
examples, the writer calls attentioneto the number 
of persons who slip into a groove at that period of 
life instead of trying to retain the heritages of youth. 

That the man or woman who pays proper care to 
physical and mental well being can be healthier and 
more active at 60 than the average sedentary worker 
of the city is at 40, is the writer’s contention. Al- 
though the matter of warding off old age has been 
exhaustively discussed by others, the entire simplic- 
ity of Dr. Carroll's instructions will appeal to the av- 
erage reader. 

Iie advocates no elaborate system of special ex- 
ercises, no question of an analytical study of every 
dish at a meal. His advice is simply to take what 
can be termed normal care of the physica) body and 
the intellect and then confidently await results. 

In explaining the frame of mind into which many 
persons drift, he writes: } 

“With Mr. and Mrs. Everybody, 35 marks the age 
of mentai comfort and satisfaction. College work is 
over..? Opinions have been formed on all vital sub- 
jects, formed—and here’s the rub—re-expressed and 
for the majority expression is crystallization. Ex- 
pressed beliefs are slowly retracted. At 35, occupation 
has been chosen, home well started and all too surely 
the doors of the mind begin to close and the evolu- 
tionary is henceforth termed ‘revolutionary.’ 

“Spiritually aging at 20, mentally aging at 35—-what 
of the body? It, of the three, is most susceptible to 
permanently disabling accident.” 

So he takes up the treatment of the body in detail 
as the first step toward mental and spiritual rehabili- 
tation. : 

Three vital faults are set. forth as accelerating old 
age. One is lack of a proper food balance, which 
eauses physical breakdowns and hardening of the ar- 
teries; another is the failure to strike a balance be- 
tween work and rest and the recognition of the ab- 
solute need of relaxation; another is the lack of all 
“cheer life’ which assigns laughter and merriment 
to chtldhood only. These three faults, as the writer 
expresses it, respectively, “harden the arteries, dull 
the mind, chill the soul.” : 

Taking up the body first, the Doctor writes in part: 

“Failure of body, the failure we call age, indicates 
always that the balance between the vital organs and 
the work thrown upon these organs is breaking. And 
let us here note a vital truth—the work which ost 
rapidly ages us is not that which duty and progress 
lay upon us, but the vast, useless labor of our elimin.- 
tive organs in keeping our systems freed from self- 
‘produced poisons; or the increasing struggle of our 
minds with anxious worries; or the soul’s failure to 
find a blessing faith.” : 

The first essential is oxygen, he says. 

“To maintain a healthy, developed body in its 
eomfort of strength is quite simple. The few essen- 
tials are an ample supply of oxygen, adequate foods 
of simple quality, and the abseme of externally or 
internally produced poisons. The cities are crowded 
with shallow breathers while even in the country far 
too many flat, hollow chests are evident. Many men 
and women so rarely fully expand their lungs that 
their chests are sore after the unwonted effort and 
they think they have done themselves damage. [In Amer- 
ica, especially, months are spent in overheated rooms 
and multitudes dread the breathing of cold air, with 
the result that pneumonia ominously increases while 
the vigorous anti-tuberculosis crusade has but mitigat- 
ed the relentless White Plague. There can be little 
question that the deficiency of oxygen in the tissues 
is the most potent single cause of premature old age.” 

A simple, non-technical explanation follows of the 
methods by which nutriment.is carried to the tissues 
and of the elements the\body has to draw from food. 
The value of protein in food is treated, but the writer 
dds: e 
: “After growth is attained, practically all women 
and 95 per cent of professional, business and clerical 
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men should definitely restrict 
their use of foods rich in pro- 
tein. Increased physical effi- 
ciency, clarity and accuracy of 
thought, comfort of moods 
and, in a large sense, peace 
and good will result fron: such 
a wise reduction. Quite com- 
parable are the changes to 
those which follow the 1e- 
linquishing of unneeded alco- 
hol or tobacco.” 

‘In referring to the common belief that insanity 
among rural women is caused by loneliness, he writes: 

“Farmers’ wives throng our insane asylums—not 
primarily because of remoteness from neighbors but 
as the result of the brain damaging effects of a con- 
tinuous diet which, while giving their husbands 
strength and vitality and large energy and health— 
the husbands who labor from dawn to dusk-—is a diet 
too proteid-rich for their much lighter feminine ac- 
tivities.” 

He describes how excess of sweets tends to acetic 
acid fermentation and how injurious is allowing over 
indulgence on the part of children in heavy foods and 
grease-soaked foods. He adds: 

“The value of properly cooked starches as the 
bulk of the brain workers’ diet is as yet unrecognized 
by the majority. The most healthy man of 50 known 
to the writer, a professional man of large interests, 
states that the bulk of his diet is Irish potatoes and 
as these can be prepared in 200 different ways he 
never lacks variety, though he prefers them baked. 
This man’s heredity was not good, his start as a 
boy was poor. He early realized the common damage 
of unwise eating. In simple, rational food he has 
found rare strength.” 

Simplicky of food and the banishment of rich dishes 
is the first step he advocates. For the toxic and over- 
nourished, he states two daily meals are advisable, 
breakfast and evening dinner; for the average sedent- 
ary man and woman, two and one-half meals are bet- 
ter, the half meal, representing a light noon luncheon. 
Muscle workers, he says, require three hearty meals, 
while the under-nourished, the thin, anemic and weak- 
digesting kind may be better provided for by five or 
six luncheons, rather than meals. 

Speaking of drinking water with meals, he writes: 


“fess food, more water, for most of us. It is only 
the misinformed who. today..fear to mix water drink. 
ing and eating. Not that fluids should be used to 
encourage poor chewing or rapid eating, but 
a glass of cold water for each 50 pounds of 
body weight may be taken with each meal with 
benefit. The additfon of a thin slice-of lemon to each 
glass of drinking water is peculiarly helpful to those 
who have a tendency to over-acidity.” 

lie adds that cream is the’easiest fat to learn to 
handle and that those with over-acid stomachs should 
neutralize this characteristic before using cream. Dis- 
continuance of meats and sweets will almost auto. 
matically effect this, he states. The use of raw eggs 
to encourage weight is described. 

Here is his prescription for a breakfast, after light 
exercise bas been taken to get the bodily functions 
into trim: : 

“Your weight being averege. the following diet sug- 
gestions will apply. You heave taken one glass of water 
when you finished exercising. You drink two more at 
breakfast. You have fresh grapes (including seeds) 
or baked apple, a sugarless orange, grapefruit or equiv- 
alent in the alkali producing foods. Then a genorous 
bowl of oatmeal or other breakfast-food with a quarter 
pint of good cream and one teaspoonful of sugar. A 
few dates or half a fig or other fruits may be added 
to the breakfast food for variety. Follow with a 
goodly Irish potato, baked, boiled, dressed with white 
Sauce, riced, mashed, steamed-—-but not fried in any 
form—one or two th'n rashers of bacon, a sliver of 
mackerel, or, especially in winter, a soft cooked egg, 
two slices of toast and a cup of mild coffee, moder- 


~ 


ately sweetened and well creamed. Something is dce- 
cidedly wrong with the individual's stomach or heal 
who does not comfortably digest this breakfast. One, 
better two miles’ genuine walking, should bring one 
to his office in perfect condition.” 

Alcohol is placed entirely under the ban—rather a 
needless warning, these days—-and smoking. excepi in 
great moderation, is deprecated. lor the average sedent- 
ary worker he believes three mild twentry-minute 
smokes, or even two during hot weather. are suf- 
ficient. He advises that, !f with this temperance, 
there is still a nagging craving, it is better to ab- 
stain from tobacco altogether. 

This is a mere outline of his advice on diet and 
bodily care. His prescriptions for mild exercise need 
not be given here as they are simply those used by 
the army in “setting-up” exercises, tempered to tha 
individual case. He urges faithful application to 
the exercise, however mild it may be at the outset, 
and a prompt leaving of the bedclothes at a definite 
hour. For those who find they cannot sleep until 
the early morning hours and then wish to lie long In 
bed, he advises that they go to bed at a normal hour 
and, even at the cost of one night of comparative 
sleeplessness, rise early and take the exercise pre- 
scribed. The following night or the night thereafter, 
enough healthy fatigue will have been engendered to 
assure normal and healthful repose. 

This bodily welfare is essential to the mental at- 
titude, he believes, on the principle of a sound mind 
existing in a healthy body. The needless fretting 
and tension to which we subject ourselves can then 
be more easily reduced, he says, when nerves are 
steadier and healthier. Under the heading of “the 
ease which destroys,” he writes of the persons who, 
without sufficient matters of importance to occupy 
them fret, worry and shorten their lives by keeping 
in a perpetual ferment over trifles. He classifées 
groups of these persons as “drifters, gamblers, and 
stewers,” and catalogs those of constructive habits as 
“builders.” 

It might be remarked that in calling attention to 
the physical regimen for the day, he suggests using 


_ the teothbrush as soon as one has arisen. He says 


this will be found next in refreshment to the bath. 


- Then comes a brief spell of exercise upon arising, then 


a bath and then the meal described. 

Wholesome sleep is, of course, essential to good 
health. The habit of taking any drug to inducé sleep 
is strongly condemned as though it may induce a 
torpor it does not necessarily afford rest. 

“There is no drug known,”, he writes, “sufficien:ly 
powerful to force sleep upon sleeplessness which is 
not more or less definitely a poison to the central 
nervous system.” 

He denies that any sleeping potion cag be harrn- 
less, whether it is bromides, chloral, veronal, trional. 
medinol, alcoholic liquids or any other hypnotic. 

There are harmless methods, however, of improv 
ing the circnlatory conditions that favor sleep, such 
as a cup of hot milk or broth, a fiveminute warn 
fooibaith or a 10-minute bath in neutral water. Habit 
enters largely into the question of sleep and he saya 
the art of taking cat-naps should be acquired. 

“Learn to relax the body, to forget the grind, to 
let go the anxieties, to think of nothing but the com 
fort which soft-fingered somnolence brings. The art 


of falling asleep can be self-taught, and, when once

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PLAY SAFE -WITH ELECTRIG LiGwt

O NOT leave your home for an extended period 
without first having the fuses removed from 
your electric light service. 

Don't insert any foreign object in a lamp 


socket; this is designed to hold the incandescent lamp 


bulb, not your fingers or a screwdriver, etc. 
Do not attempt to repair any defects in your electric 
light equipment. Call a licensed electrician. 


Do not use paper shades, the heat of the incandescent 
lamp bulb will slowly carbonize the paper and may ig- 
nite same, causing a fire. 


Do not attempt to extend your lighting system with 
extension cords, etc. If you require additional lights 
or other outlets, call a licensed electrician, who will 
obtain the required permits and do the work in an 
approved manner. To change or extend electrical wir- 
ing without a permit from the proper authorities is a 
Violation of the law. 

Do not connect your electric flatiron to an ordinary 
lamp socket. Most flatirons use over four amperes of 
current; this is more than such a lamp socket should 
carry and will cause heating and dangerous arcing 
when current is turned on and off. A special outlet, 
installed by a licensed electrician, is the only safe 
means for use of electrical household appliances, such 
as flatirons, toasters, heaters, washing machines, etc. 

Do not leave your electric flatiron stand without be- 


ing properly protected on incombustible stand, and 
never leave it when through without removing the 
plug and cord from service outlet. Many fires are 
caused by thinking the current has been turned off. 
Do not permit insulation of extension cords to be- 
come worn or injured. Avoid hooks, nails or other 
metal supports with sharp edges. Keep cord for flat- 
iron away from heated iron. When electric eords show 


wear have them replaced before they cause a blowout 
or fire. 

Do not permit your ambitious boy to experiment with 
your lighting system. 

Don't overload or overfuse circuits. When a fuse 
blows have same replaced by a competent electrician, 
who will investigate the cause and remedy same and 
who will knew size of allowable fuse to be used.
